Late events have deprived this subject of none 
of its importance, 

We bad ‘to notice, a few duys since, the trana- 
fer of the Post-office printing, from the Ohio 
State Jonrnal, to tue Old School Kepablican,.— 
Why it was made, we know not. The common 
belief, is that it was oscasioned by the severity 
with which the former censured the public acta 
of the President, If this be trne, the deed is not 
to be jastified. It iin opposition, not only to 
the principles avowed in the Mvssage, but to the 
whole spirit of our institutions, 

Ba this, however, as it may, it is one among 
many instances, to show the necessity of actiua 
on this subject; and to convince us that this ac- 
tion must be had, if we would limit Executive 
Patronage, or mainte the freedom ofthe Press, 

As matters now stand, the President has the 
power of reniovai from oifive, Tt ie a part of the 
Executive prerogative. ‘That such a power is 
not sanctioned by reason, that usage alone has 
made it to/erable, will hardly admit of dispute, 
As applied to the Press, itis the worst feature 
connected with Government. A President gives 
toa paper the public patronage, ‘The contract 
is made revocable at pleasure. The Editor of 
that paper censures his conduct, or denounces 
his acts, What shall be done? We venture to 
aay that few Presidents would be qblo to resist 
the temptation of temoying him atonce. And 
if this were to be the policy of Government, what 
would be the consequence? ‘That freedom of 
opinion would be checked, that a pensioned press 
would be established over our land, that the Ex- 
ecutive would wield it to defend his poliay, or 
shield him from attack. ‘Chis power of removal, 
therefure, as far as regards Editors, and their 
influence, is certain almost to give Government 
control over them, to force them to do its bid- 
ding.

ernment, and a proper economy in ite adminis- 
tration, 

This is the outline of the Budget, as itis very 
plain and clearly stated in the Seocretary’s Re- 
port. The Report then goes into an argument 
upon the principles which ought to govern the 
adjustment of the Tariff to the wants of the Gov- 
ernment; of which, ag our readers will soon have 
it before them entire, we shall not attempt an 
abreviation.— National Int.

Independence Dec. 14, 1841. § 
Arrival of the Texian Espedition in New Mexico 
—Cupture and barborvns Ireatment of the Tez- 
jane und Americans at Santa Fe! 


A party of eight Americans arrived at this 
place yesterday from Santa Fe, in company with 
Manuel Alvarez, xq, Unived States Consul at 
Santa Fe, which place they left on the 26th Oc- 
tober, From these gentlemen weleura the par. 
ticulare of the arrival of the Texiai Expedition 
in the department of New Mexico ond its results. 
Information fiad been forwarded to Don Manuel 
Armego, both from Mexico city, and fram Gen- 
eral Arista, commanding the Northern Mexican 
Army, of the departure of the ‘Texisus from Aus- 
tin, in June, Mauch anxiety pervaded the Mex- 
jean population; and such was the conviction of 
the Governor (Manuel Armege) that the Texians 
would carry the country, that he made his will, 
and secreted his own treasure and that of the 
wealthiest citizens. On the Sth of September, 
Mr. Howland, a Texian officer, Were uy by 
Roseberry and Baker, reached Santa Fe, and on 
the Lith, a Camanche brought information that 
the Texian force had reached the eastern settle- 
ment, Mr. Howland wae ordered'to remain 8 
days in Sante Fe, but finding himself suspected 
of being a Texian spy, left with bis companions 
on the evening of the 12th. On the 15th an 
Italian, eccompanied’by a Mexican (@ citizen 
of Texas) arrived and were imprieoned.— 
The Italian gave exaggerated accounts of the 
force and intentions of the Texiane, During the 
fourteenth, fifteenth and sixteenth the Mexican 
militia passed through Santa Fe, going out to 
meet the Texians, On the 16th, the Governor 
ordered all the foreigners to confine themselves 
to Santa Fe, and departed himself for the seat of 
war. On the 18th, news arrived that Col. Juan 
Andres Archuletta at the head of the Mexican 
militia,had met the advance corps of the Te 
under Col. Cook, (83 men and 7 officers,) at An 
tonchico, 75 miles from Santa Fe. Negotia- 
tions were attempted to be held on the part of 
the Texians, wherein Navarro represented on 
the partofthe ‘Texians thet their object was to 
invite the New Mexicans to unite themselves to 
the Texian Republic, The answer was that the 
Texiane inust surrender or fight—and they even 
tually surrendered, without firing a gun, om con- 
dition that their lives should be secure, 

On the 4th October, news arrived of the sur- 
render of Co!. McCloud, and the main body of the 
Texians, 200 in number, some 50 miles in rear 
of the position of Col. Cook On the 27th of 
September the Mexians celebrated their victory 
at Vegas, the froutier settlement on the road to 
the United States, The Texians were stripped 
of their arms, property and shoes, Thees were 
thrown iato a pile in the public square, and dis. 
tributed among the militia by the Governor him- 
ealf, The proctamations, &c. found about the 
Toxians, in the Spanish language were thrown 
into a bonfire, and the prisoners and foreigavrs 
bound, driven up, and compelled to witness it. 
Amongst these documents burnt was the pass- 
port of Mr. Kendall (the Editor of the New Or- 
leans Picayune,) who, with some twelve traders, 
were takeo with Cook's party. These gentlemen 
had been confined at San Miguel until the cap 
ture of MeCloud's party, when they were like- 
wise stripped, and turned into the common crowd 
of prisoners. The. whole number of prisoners 
was 400, who were immediately marched off in 
a gang, bare footed and half aaked tothe city of 

exico, adistance of 2000 milee—ata season 
when the frosts are severe an! the weather in- 
element! The conduct of the Mexicans is repre- 
sented ae savage aod ferocious in the extreme 
towards the defenceless prisoners, and to have 
extended, in many instances, to the foreigners 
residing in the couotry. Mr. Howland and his 
companions, who had retreated from Santa Fe, 
were overtaken .y a party of Mexicans near the 
River Pecos, where Roseberry was killed. How- 
jand and Baker being brouglit to the Governor, 
were by his order, shot,without trial, as Texian 
epics. 

On the 16th of October, before his departure 
from Santa Fe, Armego, the Governor; wrote to 
the American Consul, ordering the foreigners to 
confine themselves within the town for twenty 
days, After his departure, the nephew of the 
Governor,who is also his confident and Secretary, 
accompanied by a sergeant and soldier, and fol- 
lowed by a mob, attacked the house of the Amer- 
ican Consul, barst into it, and wounded him se 
verely tn the face, ‘Diroate wero made by th 
rabble against the American citizens, and many 
arrested aud thrown into prison; trom which on 
the return.of the Governor they were released, 
‘After attacking the American Consul, the mob 
proceeded to the jail where their leader stabbed 
the Mexican (from Texas) who hadbeen urrested 
with the Italian oa the 15ib, 

The above is a detail of facts as far as ascer- 
tained by the gentlemen recen'ly arrived at this 
place, who were confined to Santa Fe, and re- 
mote from the scenes of the transactions. 

Mr. Alvarez states that most vindicative feel- 
ing wae exhibited agai himselfand the Amer- 
jean citizens resident in Mexicog He applied on 
the 2d of October for his parsport to proceed to 
the United Scates, which was refused until the 
25th, it being the premeditated design to delay 
hhim #0 late as to expoxe him—-to rish on tis 
Jong journey by the depredations Sy Indians, 
‘or the inclemency of the weather, » Mr. Alvarez 
eh Santa Fe with 16 méo and 67 horses and 
mules. Five of his companions partedefe

suggestions of Navarro aud Lewis, for & surren- 
der, and but seven siding in opinion with the 
commander, who wished to fight and die rather 
then surrender. tie said that Navurro reproach- 
ed the Mexicau’s with the murder of Fanning’s 
command, upon which a verbal promise was given 
thot their lives should be waved, Cul, Couk, it 
is anid, tore the epaulets and buttons from his 
and broke his sword, expressing the most 
‘wont denunciations againet the treachery by 
which he was paralized. ‘The Mexicans spoke of 
hifi as brave and indomitable, The prisoners 
wore not brought to Santa Ke, but marched ulong 
the road. to the interior which passes some miles 
to the eastward, The event ig considered disas- 
troug and unaccountable. What privations may 
have been endured by the Texans, during a march 
of 8 months, are not known, bur it is the opin- 
ion of ‘all, that if a proud spirit had been exhibi- 
ted by the Texans, and a battle fought, that vic- 
tory would have been easy, and the couniry sub 
mitted without resistance, The promptness 
with which the Mexicans marched to meet the 
invading force, probably varprised them, as How- 
land hed missed them in his retreat, and they 
were ignorant of the conditiun of affairs in New 
Mexico, 

The conduct of the Mexicans to the resident 
foreigners, were insolent enough—and the names 
of four American citigens are givea who bave 
been murdered, without the perpetrators being 
brought to justice, This arises from a wish tu 
expel the American traders, that the natives may 
monopolize all the business.

stitutions, upon the morals, the manners, the io- 
tellect, fame and prosperity of the nation, is forth- 
with denounced aga fanatic, a fool, or & madmant 
It was thus, as the reader will perceive, with 
Mr, Clay, in thé outset of hie political career. 
His popalarity suuk under the weight of his ge- 
nerosity and humanity, and that which should 
have borne him up triumphantly, served but to 
press him down, He whose zeal and benevo- 
lence whould have found admirers and imitatore, 
was silenced by the clamors of the itliterate and 
vulgar. and by the frowns of the wealthy, the 
aristocratic, and the tyrannical. Had his ad- 
vice been followed, what a different aspect Ken- 
tucky would have presented at thie day to the 
world, and to the States of thie Union’in parti- 
enlar!

Individuals have depart- 
jed from their regular byainess, and resorted to 
other legal modes for increasing wealth, and they 
have unfortunately augmented their expenses. 
To render any favorable legislation operative 
upon their sitoation, they must return to the sin- 
gle line of their proper affairs, and they must 
also return to the minimum of expenditures, 
which they made previous to the enlargement of 
business. In otbee words, they must Jessen their 
rick of losses, and be economical in their ex- 
“pens Chis 18 a plaio old fashioned lesson; 
none the worse, however, for its age or its home- 
linesa, 

The States, too, are in difficulty, Some few 
are covermg up an attempt at fraud with the 
name of “repudiation,” Standing under the 
deadbing shadow of that disgraceful name, they 
will lose honor aud wealth. No subsequent act 
can wipe away the infamy of a deliberate attempt 
| to abuse ber sover ign@y, by refusing to acknowl- 
edge its responsibilities. Succeeding Legisla- 
tures may heal the wound by honest legislation, 
but nothing can hide the scar. It will remain a 
|plague spot upon the front of the repudiating 
Commonwealth, 

These States, as well as the honest ones that 
desire to pay, and mean to promise, at least, a 
Strick conformity to its obligations, having erred 
sn the same manner ag individuals, their at- 
iempts to apply an effective remedy, must be in 
{the same manver, and by the same rule, that ob- 
‘tains with indjvidoals, States must return to 
| their legitimate objects; and i order to give ef- 
teet to any efforts, aod diminishing their Fespon- 
fibilities, they wuseretrench their outgoes—they 
must cutoff all. Mnnec ary expenses, 
| ‘Che nation, “Yoo, has expended beyond ite in- 
come; and while it is seeking to remedy the dif- 
ficulties of the trading community, it finds it 
| Hecessary also to turn its eyes to ita own empty 
|eoffers, and think how they are to be supplied. 
The same remurks are applicable to the nation, 
ay to the States, and to individuals, The nation 
must look carefully tothe interesta submitted to 
care, and she mugt look with eyes of more 
on atthe expenddures, She is not, we fear, 
sufficiently careful of that, How many millions 
of dollars will be required this year? We pre- 
tend notto know at thia moment. But if one 
roillion is raieed b nd what may be considered 
as absolutely ne ary. that million is a let 
and hindrance to the removal of difficulties, and 
ao it should be considered, We must look to this 
matter with care. The Government and the 
wople are closely connected, at least in suffer~ 
If the Government wishes for money, she 
must go into the marker, now poorly supplied 
with cash, and must there place herself in a hos- 
tile attitude towaras individdals, She borrowed 
two millions in Boston a short time since, and 
the people felt it as an evil in every ramification 
of business. The Government then must dimin- 
ish, by all possible means, her expenditures, 
She must not waste her own energies, and dia- 
tress the people, by incurring uncalled for debte, 
Now iv the time for the Government, the State, 
and the people, to, become economical; for at 
length it all fella on the people, and they will 
soon begin to groan at the amount of taxation 
upon a dimished value of their property.

But this we do aver, ifshe did her duty, 
she would speak out at once, and with one voice, 
and compe! the powers that be to do her jus- 
tice, and relieve her people from unuecessury 
and onerous taxation. 

We are glad to find that lowa and Missouri 
talk as if they were neighbors about their 
boundary line. Heretofore hot words passed 
between them. But Governor Chambers and 
Governor Reynolds diseuss the matter amica- 
bly, and we may conclude the controversy will 
end without further strife. — Cin. Gazette,

Our life exists in a 
mysterious union of the corporeal and intellectu- 
al principles, an alliance of singular intimacy, as 
well as of strange contrast, between the two ex- 
tremes of bemy.

exilnrating and the soothing, the stimulant and 
the opiate, into accursed poison. 

Next come the ravages of this all-destroying 
vice on the health of ite victims. You see 
them resolved, as it were, to anticipate the 
corruption of their natures. They think the 
worm is slow in its approach, aud slugyish at 
hisiwork. They wish to reconvert the dust, 

their hour comes, into its primitive de- 
y and pollution. My friend who spoke 
re me called it partial death. | would 
rather call it a double death, by which they 
drag about with them, above the grave, a mass 
of diseased, decaying, aching clay. ‘They 
will not only commit suicide, but do it in such 
away as to be the witnesses and conscious 
victims of the cruel process of self-murder; 
doing it by degrees, by inches; quenching the 
sight, benambing the brain, laying down the 
arm of industry to be cut off, and chunging a 
fair, healthy, robust frame, fora shrinking, 
living corpse, with nothing uf vitality but the 
power of suffering, and with every thing of 
death but its peace. 

Then follows the wreck of property —the 
great object of human pursuit: the temporal 
ruinfwhich comes like'nn avenging angel, to 
wasig the substance of the intemperate, which 
crosses their threshhold, commissioned, as it 
were, to plague them with all the horrors of a 
ruio@ fortune and blasted prospect, and pass- 
es befure their astonished sight, in the dread 
array of affairs perplexed, debts accumulated 
subsiance squandered, honor tainted; wife, 
childten, cast upon the mercy of the world, 
and he, who should have been their guardian 
and protector, dependent for-his unearned dai- 
ly bread upon those to whom he isa burden 
and acurse. 

But as all this is, much as it is, neither the 
greatest nor the worst part of the aggravations 
of the crime of intemperance.” It first exaspe- 
rates the passions, and then takes off from 
them the restraint of reason and will—mad- 
dens, and then unchains the tiger, raving for 
blood; tramples all the intellectual and moral 
man under the feet of the stimulated clay; laye 
the understanding, the kind affections and the 
conscience. in the same grave with prosperity 
and health; and having killed the body, kills 
the soul! +
